The measure does not prohibit an 
individual from buying a lottery 
ticket for himself in the country 
of origin, provided he does not sell 
it or hand it over to anyone else in 
Great Britain. 

The bar on publishing lottery 
hews was extended in the bill to the 
circulation in Great Britain of Irish 
or foreign newspapers containing 
lottery news.

A committee of the Municipal 
Auditorium Commission, with Al- 
derman Joseph Hastey of the Fif- 
teenth Ward as chairman, will try 
to decide on a policy as to renting 
the Auditorium, where such renting 
involves competition with privately 
owned theaters. The question was 
referred to the committee after a 
hearing, held yesterday at the All- 
ditorium, at which the recent rent- 
ing of the Auditorium for the Zieg- 
feld “Follies” and its possible use 
for other commercial shows were 


discussed. 
Theater and picture show owners 
were the chief speakers at the hear- 
ing, and their protests were rein- 
forced by a representative of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Fred Weh- 
renberg spoke for the motion pic- | 
ture showmen, and Charles J. Cella, | 
owner of the American Theater, for | 
stage interests. | 
Wehrenberg argued that the peo- | 
ple did not vote the Auditorium | 
| 


bonds with any view to setting up 
competition with taxpaying theatér 
interests. He said the picure shows 
had been injured by the Municipal | 
Opera, but had not complained, be- | 
cause the Opera was a recognized | 
ipublic asset, and could not be held | 
lexcept in the Municipal Theater. | 
'The “Follies” case, he said, was en- | 
| tirely different, for the St. Louis, 


Theater, with 800 more seats than |

SUHOOL BOARD 
MAKES CHANGES IN 
EAEGUTIVE STAFT 


Elects Philip J. Hickey, 
Gerling’s Son-in-Law, to 
Be  Secretary-Treasurer, 


Succeeding C. A. Roe. 


Two of the six executive officers 
of the Board of Education failed of 
re-election last night, being re-| 
placed by other men in the school | 


system, and a third officer was re- | 
elected. Terms of the three others 
had not expired. 

As secretary-treasurer to sutceed 
Charles A. Roe the board chose 
Philip J. Hickey, director of relief | 
work for the board and son-in-law 


of Superintendent of Instruction 
Gerling. As Building Commission- 
er to succeed Ernest T. Friton it 
picked George W. Sanger, chief 
draftsman and former acting com- | 
missioner. Hickey and Sanger will | 
take office Jan. 1. 

Richard L. Daly, auditor for the | 
last 24 years and for seven years 
previously chief clerk of the audit- 
ing department, was_ retained. 
Terms of all executive officers are 
four years. No change was made 
in the salaries of the three positions 
filled--$7500 a year each, less the 
seneral 10 per cent reduction of 
school salaries. 

Changes Voted in Caucus. 

The three elections were unani-| 
mous in the public meeting, Dut not 
in the board caucus late in the aft-| 
ernoon which determined the re-| 
sult. Board members, declining to 
discuss the reasons for the two 
changes, referred reporters to Dr. 
Solon Cameron, president. He would 
sav only: “The terms of the offi-' 
cers had expired. I think the board 
has the kindliest feelings toward 
them.” 

In the case of Friton, it is known 
that some members have felt he 
should have been more forceful in 
his administration and that. one 
faction in school circles had been 
too friendly with him. Until sev- 
eral weeks ago, however, it was be- 
lieved Friton would be re-elected. | 
Several months ago it was learned | 
that four: members were opposing 
2o0e's re-election. 

Dr.-Cameron said Daily was re-| 
elected on the first ballot in the 
caucus with “nearly all the votes.” 
On the first ballot for secretary- 
treasurer. “he continued, Hickey, 
Roe. A. I. Bostwick and Clarence | 
Cowdery. an emplove of Boatmens 
National Bank, received votes. while 
Hickey obtained a majority on the 
second ballot. The president's ree 
ollecition was that Sanger got a Ma- 
) the first. ballot, with some 
yotes r Friton, William B. Ittner, 
architect and former commission- 
er: Sam Black, an employe of the 
department, and John H. Brod Jr., 
Director of Public Safety under! 
Mayor Miller. How individual 
members voted was not disclosed. 

Blumeyer Nominates Hickey. 

In nominating Hickey, Chairman | 
Blumeyer of the Finance Committee 
said: “It should be noted he has 
been drafted from the Instruction 
Department.” Hickey, expressing | 
thanks, told the board he was ac- 
cepting with the understanding the 
board would give him a free hand 
in meeting problems of the office. 
With Dr. Gerling’s approval, Hickey 
was ‘given leave of absence from the 
Instruction Department for 1936, | 
with the indication the leave might 
be renewed to permit his eventual 
return to the teaching corps. As | 
secretary-treasurer he will continue | 
as much of the educational relief | 
work as he can handle. 

Born in Cleveland in 1896, Hickey 
was graduated from the University , 
of Wisconsin in 1918 with the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Science in edu- 
cation and chemistry. He took a 
Master’s degree the next year, and | 
taught chemistry at the university | 
five years. 

Miss Pauline Gerling, daughter of 
Dr. Gerling, then an assistant su- 
perintendent of schools, was a pu-| 
pil in Hickey’s class in 1919. They 
were married in 1920. Hickey was 
appointed principal of the Caronde- 
let school in 1923 by Superintendent 
Maddox, at a salary of $2700. The 
next year he was transferred to the | 
Madison School, but since last De- | 
cember he has had charge of CWA 
and FERA educational relief work | 
here, his recent salary being $4500. 
Some time ago some board members | 
tulked of making him assistant to 
the superintendent. 

Sanger’s Record. 

Sanger, born in Rochester, N. Y.., 
in 1879, was educated here, gradu- 
ating from Central High School. He | 
was employed by the architectural | 
firms of Eames & Young and Theo-| 
dore C. Link, designing a number | 
of buildings here. From 1915 to} 
1929 he was chief draftsman for. 
the board, then was made acting | 
Building Commissioner to fill a va-| 
cancy. In June, 1930, Friton  re- 
placed him and he returned to his 
old position at $4500 a year. Friton | 
has been told he can take Sanger’s 
place as chief draftsman next year, 
if he wishes. He has had charge! 
of the program for building schools 
with the bond and PWA fund. |

This year more than 20 coun- 
ties sought to have a closed law 
against quail shooting, but only 
seven counties succeeded in pass- 
ing an embargo against it. In all 
other cases the petitions were re- 
jected by county courts, because 
the signatures of many persong 
not householders were attached. 


Although seven new counties 
have barred quail shooting, these 
were more than offset by the 
eight counties formerly closed 
due to a vote in 1932, but which 
now are open.

There is one fact about the United Relief cam- 
paign, which formally opens today with addresses 
to workers by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and New- 
ton D. Baker, that needs to be stressed above all 
others. Adequate community support of local wel- 
fare agencies having to do, for example, with the care 
of under-privileged children and hospitalization for 
the dependent infirm, is not rendered any the less 
necessary by the vast outlays of the Federal Govern- 
ment for unemployment relief. 

It should be obvious that these two spheres of re- 
lief work are entirely separate, but the experience 
of those who have been planning the present cam- 
paign shows that a surprising number of people have 
not made the distinction. The amount of money set 
as the minimum upon which the 92 agencies in Unit- 
ed Relief can operate next year is $2,708,000. If Fed- 
eral relief work and local community welfare work 
were one and the same, and the local agencies were 
having to bear the load now being carried by the Fed- 
eral Government, the amount needed for all relief 
purposes in St. Louis next year would be approxi- 
mately $12,000,000. 

Relief money contributed by the Federal Govern- 
ment goes to mitigate distress caused by unemploy- 
ment. It is designed to provide only such necessities 
of life as food and shelter. None of it is designed to 
care for persons who are aged or physically handi- 
capped or who must have special medical attention 
or particularized aid of other kinds. 

These latter services and many others are the re- 
sponsibility of the 92 relief agencies in the United

plosives sufficient to blow Europe literal- 
ly to bits, we could all be pardoned for tak- 
ing the French and German charges, coun- 
ter-charges, denials and counter-denials as 
highly diverting entertainment. 

The spectacle is one of madmen firing 
rockets and Roman candles over a Black 
Tom (such as blew up in New York har- 
bor in 1916), magnified a million times. and 
accusing each other of being responsible for 
the danger. 

Guilt, though abundant on both sides of 
the frontier, is not quite equally divided. 
Even Hitler's private mouthpiece, the Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, lays the French rockets 
and Roman candles to “the French press,” 
not to the French Government. 

From the German side of the frontier. on 
the other hand, the shower of sparks which 
may lead to explosion come from the Nazi 
party, which is the Nazi Government. 

Hitler's sudden order forbidding rallies, 
marches, drilling or the wearing of the Nazi 
uniform by Storm Troopers within 25 miles 
of the Saar frontier would be an encourag- 
ing sign of sanity were the order not limit- 
ed to the month between Jan. 10 and Feb. 
10. It would resemble the hasty acquisition 
of wisdom which came to the Fuehrer when 
Italian bayonets suddenly gieamed on the 
Austrian frontier after the assassination of 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss.

Equally grotesque, and as completely de- 
Structive of any credence that the decree 
might inspire in the hearts of the very gul- 
lible, is Hitler's declaration, given out 
through Joseph Buerkel, his “Commissar 
for the Saar,” that “there is no room in our 
ranks for terrorists. We have not given 
the slightest ground for the terrible provo- 
cation shown in the readiness of foreign 
troops to march into German territory.” 

“No room in our ranks for terrorists!” A 
recent political speech included the sen- 
tence, “If so-and-so is fitted for the job he 
holds, then I am the Prince of Wales.” And 
if Nazi-ism was not founded on terrorism, 
brought into power by terrorism and kept 
in power by terrorism, we are all the Prince 
of Wales. 

French threats to march into the Saar, 
quite as packed with peril as the maneu- 


vers of the Nazis, contain an attenuation of 
culpability only in the fact that they are 
made by the press and not by the Govern- 
ment in power. Moreover, they are made 
by only one section of the press, known for 
decades as jingoist and reactionary. 

In its timing, and in the identity of the 
papers which uttered it, the threat reeks of 
a peculiarly reckless type of interior poli- 
tics. The Saar itself had produced no great- 
er reason for such a threat than it has pro- 
duced daily for the last three months. But 
inside France, politics was approaching a 
turning point. Premier Doumergue was 
staking his political life on a demand for 
a strengthening of his powers and a weak- 
ening of the principle of representative gov- 
ernment. 

What better means of aligning public 
opinion behind him than a robust war 
scare at the very moment a series of Cab- 
inet meetings was wrangling over his de- 
mand? What better means of bringing pop- 
ular pressure to bear on the Left, or lib- 
eral, side of the Cabinet than to build up 
a wave of popular feeling that France needs 
a strong hand free to draw a quick trig- 
ger?

This section of the French press and the 
Hitlerites are equally untrustworthy in the 
Saar emergency. Happily, a dependable 
source of opinion exists in Geoffrey Knox, 
Scotch chief of the League Governing Com- 
mission in the Saar. 

Knox lays the heaviest burden of guilt on 
the Nazis. He has said repeatedly that 
Nazi terrorists, whose existence Hitler de- 
nies, have already made a decently con- 
ducted vote in the Saar almost impossible. 
They have for months thundered their men- 
aces against those who may vote for any- 
thing but union with Germany. They have 
denounced them in advance as “traitors” 
and have threatened them with the “fate 
of traitors.” 

Knox accuses them of burgling his offices, 
stealing his records, of getting into his own 
staff under the guise of non-Nazis. He has 
complained to the League that he can no 
longer employ trustworthy policemen. or 
other personnel; that the Nazis have so 
terrorized the inhabitants of the Saar that 
nobody but Nazis dare apply for jobs with 
the Governing Commission. It was on this 
fact that he based his successful plea for 
authorization to employ German-speaking 
policemen and other aids from Luxemburg 
and Switzerland. 

The verdict of Knox is that of the two, 
Nazis and the French, the Nazis are the 
more deeply guilty.

WINDS DELAY NEWARK-MIAMI 
FLIGHT OF RICKENBACKER 


Transport Makes Round Trip but 
Finishes Behind Dawn-to- 
Dusk Schedule. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 14.—Capt. 
Eddie Rickenbacker flew a round 
trip from Newark to Miami, Fila., 
yesterday, but heavy winds cut 
down his speed and he finished sev- 
eral hours behind his announced 
dawn-to-dusk schedule. 

The former war ace landed his 
twin-motored, 14-passenger (Doug- 
las) ship at Newark Airport at 
11:27 p. m., having made the flight 
of 2390 miles in an elapsed time of 
17 hours, 18 minutes and 30  sec- 


onds with stops approximating 20 
minutes at Washington and Jack- 
sonville each way, and a pause of 
65 minutes at Miami. 


There were 15 aboard the big 
liner, Florida Flyer, the same ship 
in which Rickenbacker last week 
crossed the continent in 13 hours, 
3 minutes and 50 seconds to set a 
new transcontinental commercial 
record. The plane was flown by E.

Acting Head of Missouri U. Says 
Purpose Is to Promote “Construc- 
tive Study” of Subject. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 14.—Or- 
ganization of a permanent college 
movement for peace is being under- 
taken by 4 group of State educa- 
tional leaders, Dr. Frederick A. 
Middlebush, acting president of the 
University of Missouri, disclosed to- 
day. 

The purpose of the movement, Dr. 
Middlebush said, was to promote “a 
constructive study and expression 
on the part of educational institu- 
tions for peace.” 

The educators, representing 10 
State schools, met here recently in 
a conference presided over by O. K. 
Armstrong, Springfield, State Rep- 
resentative from Greene County, 
and agreed to investigate the atti- 
tudes of their individual schools 
relative to the movement, Dr. Mid- 
dlebush said. 

The group also discussed tenta- 
tive plans for a national peace con- 
ference of delegates from the col- 
leges and universities of the coun- 
try to be held next spring on the 
University of Missouri campus. 
Armstrong was elected chairman of 
a committee to be chosen later to 
arrange a permanent organization 
and program of activities.

that about $4,804,000 additional 
must be provided, either by in- 
creased revenue or by the process 
of refunding maturing bonds. 
Refunding Proposal. 

‘We recommend,” the committee 
says, “that arrangements be made 
for refunding approximately $5,000,- 
000 of bonds during the period from 
February, 1935, to Nov. 30, 1936, the 
refunding bonds to be issued at 
such times and in such amounts as 
may be made necessary by the con- 
dition of the debt funds. It is ex- 
pected that refunding will be neces- 
sary during the period of low reve- 
nue colléctions, from February to 
November of each of the two years. 
The committee urges that the 
amount of refunding be held to the 
lowest possible figure.” 

Necessity for balancing of the 
city’s general budget, at least by 
April, 1936, is insisted on, the com- 
mittee stating that if revenue can- 
not be greatly increased, economies 
must be adopted. The committee 
does not consider horizontal cuts in 
city salaries as the fairest method, 
but suggests “that the entire salary 
schedule be studied, and all salary 
rates which are higher than for 
comparable positions in private em- 
ployment be reduced. 

“Furthermore, the committee be- 
lieves that the next

Use for Excess Bridge Tolls. 

As to relief bonds, the committee 
states that receipts from Municipal 
Bridge vehicular tolls are now $300,- 
000 a year more than is required to 
meet interest and maturities of the 
$4,600,000 bond issue of 1932.

And te prove it, dog experts have 
compiled statistics showing that 
ownership of dogs among American 
women is decidedly on the increase. 
They even go further than that and 
state that women are more suc- 
cessful than men in the training 
and raising of dogs. Women, say 
the experts, make better “dog psy- 


chologists” than men. 
Sylvester Pautler, dog lover, fan- 
cier, expert, and secretary and 


‘treasurer of the Mississippi Valicy 


Kennel Club for the past 12 years, 
indorses the findings of the statis- 
ticians. 

“Why women have gone in for 
dog raising is as hard to explain as 
it is to find a reason for women 
wanting to be athletes or engineers. 
But the fact remains that thev are 
going in for it in a big way. More 
and more St. Louis women are 
buying dogs and as for their being 


better “dog psychologists” than men 
know. But I have 
noticed that when a woman buys a& 
dog from me she asks a lot more 
questions about care of the dog 
than a man does. 

“T haven't any set of rules to give 
them and most of the stuff I tell 
them is just common sense. One 
of the first questions they all ask 
is about the feeding of the puppy- 
Well. after a dog is three weeks 
olds, he should be given a little milk 
with raw egg morning and eve- 
ning. After he is weaned, he should 
he fed four or five times daily. One 
meal may consist of a tablespoon 
of hamburger—and hamburger con- 
trary to general belief does not 
give worms. Two meals may be 
made up of eggs and milk, the third 
any prepared dog biscuit, and the 
fourth meal table scraps, omitting 
the starchy ones.
